RELATING TO COURTS; PROVIDING THAT METROPOLITAN COURT 1S A COURT
OF RECORD FOR CRIMINAL ACTIONS; AMENDING A SECTION OF THE NMSA

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. Section 34-8A-6 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1979,

Chapter 346, Section 6, as amended) iIs amended to read:
"34-8A-6. METROPOLITAN COURT--RULES--APPEAL.--

A. The supreme court shall adopt separate rules of
procedure for the metropolitan courts. The rules shall provide
simple procedures for the just, speedy and inexpensive
determination of any metropolitan court action.

B. The metropolitan court is a court of record for
civil actions. Any party aggrieved by a judgment rendered by

the metropolitan court in a civil action may appeal to the
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district court of the county in which the metropolitan court is
located within fifteen days after the judgment was rendered.
The manner and method for the appeal shall be set forth by

supreme court rule.

C. The metropolitan court is a court of record for

criminal actions [Faveblvringdrivvingwhileunder—theinfluenceof

Famiby—ielenceProtection-Act]. Any party aggrieved by a
jJudgment rendered by the metropolitan court in a criminal action
[i bvi Fivi hid I heinfl e ; n n
Hyaguers—er—drugs—oer—invelhvringdomesticviclenee] may appeal to

the district court of the county in which the metropolitan court
is located within fifteen days after the judgment was rendered.
The manner and method of appeal shall be set forth by supreme

court rule.

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E-] D. AIll judgments rendered in civil actions in
the metropolitan court shall be subject to the same provisions
of law as those rendered in district court."

Section 2. EFFECTIVE DATE.--The effective date of the
provisions of this act is July 1, 1997.
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
